With me went o dozen pieces of baggage 
and a ticket stretching from head to toe (page 
2}. TE the agent had included all my stopr 
overs, the ticket could have reached ot least 
the lenoth of a bus—35 feet. 

Every hour some 100,000 persons board 
intercity buses to go somewhere oloing 400,000 
miles of American highways. Each year the 
tmetorsariver: stagecoaches carry nearly six 
times the entire population of the United 
Stites.

Millions using this teans of traneport have 
a good reason for doing sp: economy, Coast 
for luggage and myself worked out at tess 
than 13 cents per mile, 

Bus travel wave me intimate glimpses of 
cithes, communities, and countryside, The big 
vehicles rlrove along main sireets to pull into 
downtown terminals: they stopped near the 
village general store: and anywhere on the 
open, Toad they palised th pick up rurnl folk.

T stepped into a 27-passenger coach of the 
Grevbound Lines ane! put light luggage on an 
overhead rack, A purter stowed my heavy 
pitces in on bagiiyte compartment under the 
floor Asai he coule de it with his eves shut, 
the driver backed the 10-ton bus away fron 
the Washington depot and header) for Vir- 
ginin.* 


Friends called my tour “Operation Sacro- 
tine’; but J reclined in a tilting-back chair 
nod had. an adjustable footrest.

Birth of « Bus Systern 


The racing dog on nearly 6,000 blue-and- 
silver road monsters stands for THE Hs. to 
millions. Actually, the Grevhound svstem 
covers: about half the primary highway muile- 
age served by intercity buses of the other 
larcer lines; the “Hound” handles about 40 
percent of all business done by such operators, 

Now a Nation-wide institution, Greyhound 
grew from a jitney line at Hibbing, Minnesotis, 
In 1914 Carl Erie Wickman set up Hopi 
bile agency at Hibbing. Teople wanted to 
ride, hut not to buy: so a new SVEN -PUSSEN BEE 
demonstrator was used for hauling passengers 
through the red mud of that iron-mining 
town,T 

By 1916 the jitney firm had five members 
and five buses, Each steckholdér was a direc- 
tor, each director an officer, each officer -a bus 
driver, 

Three pioneers in the indtstry that quickly 
developed from these humble beginnings today 
heac) the world’s largest intercity bis system,

racing park. The child wanted to know what 
it was, ane was told. 

“Oh,” she exclaimed, “ts that where all the 
buses race?” 

Phoenix, financial and shopping center of 
Arizona, itlistened in the blaging sun. T cooled 
off in a hotel lobby where cattlémen, booted 
and spurred and thoroughly hatted, mingled 
with dapper traveling salesmen: where lettuce 
farmers talked irrigation with ¢rirus growers. 

“You've heard a lot about irrigation in this 
country,” remarked a friend taking me arounil 
the cily, “but did you know that Phoenix is 
the air-conditioning. capital of (he world?” 

Be it ever so humble or deshingly lavish, 
nearly every home we saw had an air-cooling 
contraption. 3 

Air conditioning oliwinusly mikes o cliffer- 
ence to the city’s population; but irrigation 
really explains its increase from 5,500 in 
1900 to about 100,000 today: In snort, 
Phoenix-grew up on water. To realize this, 
drive as we did through acres of citrus groves, 
fields of vegetables, dote and dairy farms, 
grain and alfalfa (page 6). 

Here the white man’s miracle, wrought by 
water, merely repeated what Indians in the 
Salt River Valley had done a dozen centurics 
earlier, At Pueblo Grande, Indian site out- 
side Phoenix; city archeoligist Odd §, Halseth 
showed me an itrigation canal engineered by 
primitive red men, 7 

The Hohokam quit the region 490 years 
before American ploneers arrived in the 1800's, 
Their ahundoned ditches and village ruins tell 
of a prehistoric inmgation multiune, 

Speeding weat, the bus crossed the Colorado 
River at Yuma and entered California, bve- 
ning stretched shaihiws acruss the Anierican 
Sahara. In shifting dunes obsolete telephone 
poles sunk to their crosstrees: T saw remains 
of a plank road userl before the days of 
well-maintained highwiys. How horses ever 
dragged the first wagons over the trackless 
waste | couldn't imagine.* 

‘Yo find a generous flow of water in this 
desert seemed incongruous as rdin im heen. 
Men shackled the Colerule River and let 
loge the All American Canal, which makes 
Imperial Valley so litsh, 

With irrigation of Imperial Valley, El 
Centro became chief shipping center tur the 
wuricultural prodiice, [1 happened in the life- 
time of present residents; the All American 
Canal didn’t go to work until 1940, 

El Centroans are proud of their city. They 
keep it clean, put up signs at principal inter- 
sections warning autes Lo stop for pedestrians, 
place cards in café windows barring dogs, cuts, 
and parrots, build arcades along shopping

étreets to ward off the glaring bot sun, and 
name their leading hotel for their favorite 
heroine, Harold! Bell Wright's Barbara Worth, 
From El Centro | traveled north through the 
Imperial Vallew. The bus skirted the Salton 
Sea, ah Inland bely of blue water 247 feet 
below sea level and sultier than an oceaii. 
Farther north we penetrated the date-grow- 
ing Coachella Valley. Cool-looking groves, 
neatly planted, continued for miles, Near 
Indio a woman across the aisle presented me 
with a pound package of this lusciwus iruit,

Getting off at the Riverside depot, T counted 
mi bagine assual, For the first time sonie- 
thing was missing: my tripod had gone with 
the bus te Los Angeles, | 

“Den't worry about it,” the dispatcher sail, 
“Tell be here tomorow.”

I stayed at the Mission Inn. While its 
architecture and imported objects made the 
combined botel and art galleries fanious (oppo 
site page), imported orange trees distinguished 
Riverside. | .

Drivers Plash a Gode of the Road 


Price waved te Greyhound drivers as readily 
as to Trailways mates. He told me that heavy 
commercial vehicles have a code of the road. 
Ti a trock broke down on the highway, a bus 
stopped to help, and vice versa. They lee 
(ushed lights on meeting to signal messages: 
vnce—look out, cops in the vicinity; twice— 
evervihing O.K.; three times—astop to talk: 
four flashes—road obstructions ahead. 

In some ways Seatile reminded me of San 
Francisco: water front and ferries, hills with 
steep streets. tall buildings in the fog, many 
hotels, most of them crowded; and again that 
western spirit of levity. 

Leaving the city, the bus bridged Lake 
Washington by a concrete and steel pontonn 
highway, largest of its kind in the ‘world. 
Now eastbound on U. 5. 10 to Spokane, the 
Hound bumped over Sooqualmie Pass—nn 
snow, mo qualms, 

From rocky peaks we wound down to 4

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I did attend a daily organ recital in the Taber- 
nacle of Temple Square.

T made the trip in two days from Salt Lake 
Citv across Colorado to Denver, stopping a7 
night in Grand Junction, The first leg took 
ws over 7,44 (me Soldier Summit, through 
i rocky, steep-walled valley to Castlegate with 
its coal mines, aul on to the finoit-growing 
plains just east of the Utah border, 

On the second leg next day, driver. Herb 
Denham realized that some of us wantel nat 
only to see the spectacular ¢ountry but to 
photograph it. He frequently waited while 
we turned our cameras on such subjects as 
Glenwood Canyon. At Loveland Puss, 11,992 
feet above sea level, he gave us five minutes 
lo take in the sniaw-covered grandeur of the 
mountains. 

Once a visiting French architect beside me 
jumped up with: his camera athl cried, “Halt, 
just here.” And Denham did. 

Despite numerous delays caused by pas 

sengers, we reached Denver only a few minutes 
late. A turntable in the terminal spun the 
bus PSO degrees, obviating much ‘hacking in 
a limited space, 

On a tour of the Trulways depot T mer- 
Hinned the “morgue” I'd seen in Salt Lake City. 
“Vou should see ours,” said on official and

We wound with Bear Creek Canyon to the 
Hpinclike hamlet of Evergreen, then swung 
around ta retarn to Denver by another rotte, 
Standing by Bufialo Bill's grave on the 
summit of Lookout Mountain, | gazed over 
Golden, former capital of Colorado anc supply 
hase for pioneer mining cumpe, At the town's 
edge stands the Colorado School of Mines, 


Across the Carnlands of Nebraska 


I went north to Cheyenne from Denver, anil 
Wroming’s winds virtually blew my bus inte 
Nebraska. The bus flattened owt with the 
country and streaked due east to Grand Island. 
Light snow dappled the brown fields, all level 
as lake. (ne had the impression that Ne- 
brasks never altered, never ended, and every- 
where raised com,* 

Getting. off at Grand Islind te spend the 
night (page 410), | passed a tired soldier soli 
straight through from const to coast. “Grey- 
hound,” he moaned with feeling. “Next time 
] see acgray dog, I'm gonna kick it.” 

In all fairness to bus travel, I found it fun 
when taken in stages. ‘To mate a jure 
of several days without a break turned i into 
i grine|. 

Omaha's Grevhound tlepot, one of the new- 
est-and most modern in the United States, has 
air-conditioned telephone booths with plastic 
wills to discourage “doddlers.”’

An Apertment? Try to Find One

Pructically no howsing has been built in 
Paris fur years, and with the: rigid control 
of rent ceilings there is not much induce- 
ment for anyone to relieve the shortage. 
Consequently, there are not enough houses for 
the French themselves. | have a friend whose 
father owns three five-story apartment houses, 
but he cannet give his own daughter and her 
husband a place to live. 

As the days passed, we began to feel we 
were lucky to be at the hotel, even though 
the Government had turned off the beat the

Our French friends-said, “Don't even louk 
at it, The price & alewolutely fantastic.’ To 


() A SHINING day in New York we 


us, however, paving far more than that at the 
hotel, the $208 a month for what we found 
was not exorbitant, It was just about the 
same as we would have to pay for similar 
accomouxlations at home. 

We entered through a sunny court bordered 
With orange nasturtiums, ‘Tall windows and 
rellecting mirrors lighted the entrance hall. 
We had a foyer, o hall lined with spacious 
Clogets, two large bedrooms, a modern 
bathroum amd a half, a laundry room, and 
a window-lined dining room. The living 
room afforded a splendid view of the Seine 
and the broad expanse of the Esplanade des 
Invalides. 

_ Before we took possession, we paid Madame 
Blanc,a Yugoslavian married to a Frenchman, 
a Shoebix full of francs—195,000 of them— 
for three months’ rent in advanee, The rent 
she paid to the landlord for that entire period 
was 18,000 francs. Of course we- rented! fur- 
nished, and we were asked to pay a $320 
deposit against any possible unauthentic 
scratches we might add to Madame's antiques. 


Stoves and Sinks Gomme in Pairs 


We were especially pleased with our new 
kitchen, ‘There were bwo stoves, one gas and 
ane electric. Above our two sinks stretched 
a mage of pipes, One set ran from a gas 
heater that provided water only for the 
kitchen, and the other set led from a huge 
electric heater that supplied the laundry room 
and bathroom, 

All of the pipes were connected in some 
mysterious way, ‘Taking the plug out of the 
dishwashing sink was apt to cause lettuce 
leaves to rist in the laundry-room basin, Per- 
fumed shampoo suds from the bathroom basin 
often gurgled up next to the stove, 

The kitchen bad four light switches; Each 
of them, for reasons of French thrift, Tlumi- 
nated only about four square feet of space. 
No tuming on of the pantry light if one were 
pecling potatoes at the sinkt Actually, the 
urmingement saved me nv money, for it re- 
quired all the ovallable watt power to give 
a cheerful light. 

Over one wallsoal the kitchen hung « tow 
of graduated aluminum né with which I] 
could hindle anvthing Fons an individual 
prowched exe toa 20-pound pot roast, Sauce 
Whisks, a pepper mill, a coffee grinder, apothe- 
cary’s scales with shiny wetri¢ weiehts, a 
sieve mull for ricing vegetables, pnd a salad 
hasket, the treasure of the assortment, deco- 
riled the shelyes, 
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in ounce, and kippers on tables of cracked, 
silvery ice, 

At the dairy, eggs in glass bowls were 
priced at 5 to 7 cents aplece, depending on 
their size and how recently they had left 
the mest. 

Pasteurized milk—about 12% cents a quart 

-was very difficult to find in the land of 
Pasteur, Most shopoers brought their tin 
pitchers, with the chain-attached covers, or 
their jars, ancl had their supply of “natural” 
mitk—11 cents a quart—tadled out to them 
irom zinc vats, — 

! could buy cubed and wrapped butter at 
96 cents a half pound, but the most popular, 
and shizhtly cheaper, butter squatted in witer- 
melon-sized vellow mounds on marble slalis. 

The proprietor filled customers’ orders by 
deftly slicing off a portion with a taut wire 
held stretched between both thumles and fore 
fingers: Jt was such a simple anc effective 
operation that | complimented him en it once, 

“Thank you,” he replied, “but we do not 
think it extraordinary. In France we have the 
expression for someone who is not very smart 
—He could not invent the thread to cut the 
butter.’ ” 

Terraces of round and creamy Camemberts 
were stocked between protective layers of 
golden, clean, sun-fresh straw. Chévre, recog- 
nizihle immediately as bring made of: goat's 
milk, was 19 cents, Port du Salut, nade by 
the “Trappist monks; Roquctort; Gruyére; * 
and demi-Swiss—snowy motsels from the 
French Alps—all found thetr way to our cheese 
platiers, 

We learned to honor the custom of cutting 
a Camembert in triangles radiating from the 
center of the “pie.” We found out that a 
Camembert was improved by carefully scrap- 
ingt the crust, buttering it lightly, und «prin- 
kling it with toasted crumiis or almonds, 

Brie we cut always tn wedges, down to the 
last guest. A gentle rain of caraway seeds 
wided west, to it. 

Cheese was always served at owr table with 
individual crisp rolls six invhes long. [Lore 
member childhood struggles in California over 
who would get the crusty heel of the French 
bread. Here were no table tussles—the rolls 
were af! heel! 


Pustry Shop Fantasies 


Fabulous fantasies held us spellbound be- 
fore the windows of the pastry shops, A few 
cents would lw a fat fade a eda, topped 
witha perky stem of green citron, Blushing 
red with strawberry svrup. Lhey always looked 
to ome like happy peaches that hod had tow 
much to dtink, Spirded pastries imitated ire- 


cream cones, custund-Alled and cherryleco- 
rated. Crisp meringue boats sported sails of 
triangular sheets of chocolate, 

Bossier’s pastry chef created a caramel- 
coated cream puff no bigger than a ‘glistening 
walnut. He could make a fluted pie the size 
ofa S0-cent piece—just big enough to aceom- 
modate three gay-logking cherries.

bottles, about a penny and a half, 

OH, vinegar, and wine bottles are rédeem- 
able, too. Only those for champagne do 
not bring a refund, They come under the 
category of “lost bottles”! 

Rue Cler, four short blocks from the out- 
door stalle of the Pont de l'Alma market, I 
found infinitely quieter but slightly more ex- 
pensive, The street was lined with perambu- 
lating carts that held jewels of raspberries, 
never squashed by being-sold hulled, Ameri- 
ran-style, but round, firm pubies of sweetness. 
Mirabelles (a variety of damson plum), blush- 
ing yellow aml ted sunset colora, at 9 cents a 
pound, made the best fruit jelly | ever tasted, 

Here knowing French housewives shop for 
crapes as they choose their vintage wines, 


They know not only the district in which the. 


fruit is grown, but the estate that produced 
them, and on which side of the hill they re- 
ceived their sunshine. 

On Rue Cler royal purple eggplants were 
4 cents a pound, and green cucumbers 12. 
Plump red tomatoes at 4 cents a pound sat 
next to fat, buttony mushrooms. Every item, 
by law, bore a sign which pave the price paid 
hy the merchant to the wholesaler, and that 
to be charged the customer, 

Warv housewives kept o sharp eve out to 
see that they did not pay more than the legal 
markup. Carls reaching, “Lemons, 145170; 
Peppers, $544: Green Gages, O2/78"° were 
familiar siehts. 


For 22 cents a pound I bought romaine 
lettuce that was so young and green T could 
never bring mvself to defile the tender center 
stalk= with o dressing. The woman proprietor 
at that vegetable stand always totted up my 
tall on a black irom slate, which was really 
the table of her scales, With a cheerful, “A 
thousand thanks, Madame,” she would then 
erase the chalk fizures and be ready for her 
neXt Customer. 

Downtown, near the chorch of the Made- 
leing, a “luxe” store sold ripe strawberries se 
sweet that only the double cream we poured 
on them needed sugar, There (ragrant, hand- 
picked peach-apricots were displayed inelivid- 
ually in waxen green fluted cups, as if each 
were a giant benbon, 

Purple figs, cach on a putt of tissue-paper 
accordion pleats, stood side by side with 
golden pears still warm from their sun- 
drenched, espaliered branches: 

I bought good-sized clusters of amethyst 
grapes, a1 64 cents, which were so nearly per- 
fect they looked like imitations, They were 
still lichtly and evenly dusted with powder 
from the vineyards, proving thev had not been 
disturbed by the picker’s hands as they were 
snipped from their vines. Silyer-tied, Nile- 
green grapes beside them were as translucent 
as the clear waters of ihe Riviera, from which 
they came. 

One day 1 was surprised to see a small box 
of dull, wizened fruit among all the splendor.

I found that, on the whole, food prices were 
practically the same in Paris as they were in 
Washington, D.C. On a monthly basi my 
hudget for four people, excluding entertaining, 
ran anvil $125 4 month, The French them- 
aclves do it more cheaply, avernging about 
S0.cents a day per person, And on that they 
ent bountiful meals, even the children, 

One afternoon after a litth French play- 
nute had eaten a full-course lunch with us, I 
took the children to the Luxembourg Gardens 
i pMiges 43,59). At 4 ociock Jeanne began to 
pant, “Tim hungry!" Thinking to provide 4 
treat: T said we would all have some cooktes 
when we got hone. 

“No, thank you,” she replied, 
something respectable!”

Canoe “Expedition” Starts in Station Wagan 


Qur Susquehanna River canoe “expedition” 
had bewun in decidedly wn-tndian style by 
“embarking” from Washingion, DP, C,, in a 
Station wagen. Soon the vehicle was cooling 
off in the shirhows of steep hills surrounding 
“Glimmerglass,” as Cooper called Otseyo Lake. 

We made our first camp at Mohican Point 
on the west shore, and knew we had not ex- 
pected too much of Otsego, for such beauty 
is hard to overrate (page $1). 

While Toppy (Walter Meavers Edwards) 
made his first of 1.200 photographs, our five 
self-stvled “muscle men” busied themselves 
about camp. 

"Vou may have to look twice to see my 
muscles,” said Alex Toth, our 230-pounrler, 
“but Tm always ready to help, especially at 
mealtime.” Harold Gray, my brother, and 
Caleb (Cav) Hathaway, whose canvas canoe 
Sonny was to make o third unit in our Aotitla, 
had done the Potomac River with Toppy and 
metwoyearage.? Dallett Hoopes and Donal 
Bluklev supplied the youthful touch. 

Others who joined us Later as vacation time 
ran out for the ongmals were Adolph Gude, 
Jr., Gitbert Gude, James Evans, Gordon Irvin, 
and James Douglass. Don, Dal, Toppy, and 
| went the whole distance. 


Easvgome Dal, a Haverford College junior, 
immediately made a hit with his elders by 
laughing heartily at all their jokes. Athletic 
Don, a University of Marvland freshman, 
regarded every activity asa test of strength, 
He was happiest at finding a hard way 
to do oan easy job, “Muscles.” “Bulges.” 
“Mighty Joe Young’ we called him, Also 
“GE,” for his ability to make food disappear 
like o disposal unit, — 

Even now, the active youngsters were aut 
in Simmmy disturbing Glimmerglass’s rethections. 
Here young Deerslayer first matched wits 
with hostile Tndiame. 

Cooper wrote of Otsego becatise it was a 
spot he had known god loved from boyhood. 
Shortly after the Revolution, Judge William 
Cooper. an enlightened land promoter, founded 
Cooperstown, at the south end of Otsego Lake. 
In 1790 he brought his family, including year- 
old Jumes Fenimore, to the wilderness settle- 
ment, 

After schooling and a career at sea ond 
throne, the novelist moved back to Coopers- 
town. Fenimore House, on Oftsego's west shore 
about half a mile north of the parklike village, 
is a stately modern Georgian stone mansion 
built on the site of Cooper's home. Now a 
museum. it houses the central quarters of the 
New York State Historical Association. 

Baseball's “Wall of Fame” 

Other Cooperstown museums are the Base- 
hall Hall of Fame and that “rural Williams- 
burg,’ the Farmers’ Museum. 

Tn 1839, when every locality plaved its own 
version of “baseball,” Abner Poubleaday laid 
down at Couperstown a diamond-shaped field, 
limited the number of players, und set up 
rules which helped standardize the national 
prairie.

them In. Several times during the night I 
was awakened by moist. bovine snorts on the 
other side of the thin tent. wall not four inches 
from my face. Harold. likewise disturbed. 
muttered, “We must be canoeing down the 
Chisholm Trail, we've seen so many catole und 
so litthe water,” 

Next motning we Sw more water—lots 
more, What miracle was this? Had the ghost 
of Clinton's: dam been broken to help us? 
The river was up to a respectable canocing 
depth, and rising still more, For the first time 
it was singing the gurgling song of fast water 
—a foot higher than the night before. 

Workmen at the NV. Highway 7 bridge ex- 
plained, “They let water through Goodyear 
Dam every morning, The rest of the dav it 
is shut off.” 

So we ride the crest of dum-let waters just 
as hod Clinton's men, Riffles and shallow 


places were fun today, with the swift water 
carrying us aver shoals and rocks that 24 
hours before would have meant wailing.

A Mannan Shrine 


The Susquehanna is the Jordan of Mor- 
monism. In ite waters were baptized Joseph 
Smith, founder of the American church, anel 
his: first Gonvert. From 1820 to 1829 the 
young Prophet lived chietly in the Great Bend 
camtry, where the river dips momentarily into 
northeast Fonnavivanit aa if testing the cli- 
mate. In the township of Harmony, new 
Oakland, be met his wife, buried an infant 
son, translated the Boek of Mormon, attracted 
hit first adherents, and knew his first perse- 
culion—oome of it coming from his. own 
father-in-law.* 

Two days before in Afton we had seen the 
foundation of the house, just torn down, to 
which he carried off Emma Hale and married 
her. West of that town Smith reported he 
hid tnearthed one of the golden plates from 
which he translated the Fook of Mormon, 

Relow Susquehanna, Pennsylvania, we 
scaled the riverbank, crossed the Erie yards, 
and climbed a hill to McKune Cemetery. 11 
oe the mortal remains of the Prophet's 

family members, and followers, and 
the ‘only tangilile reminder of the years young 
Joseph Smith spent on the banks of the 
Susquehanna, 

That night we prepared for bed in a barn 
near Hallstead, Pennsylvania. “What about 
rata?” Dal wondered, 

“They won't bother vou,” Adolph said. 
“In a barn like this the blacksnakes alwavs 
keep the rats down.” 

Adotph manages a large nursery with several 
barns and greenhouses, so his words hail 
authority. 

Seon after, Dal ard Alex disrovered that a 
bed of sorts could be made in the rear of the 
station wagon by letting the taj] gate clown, 
Don spread his bedroll on the flat canoe rack 
on top of the station wagon, parked just out- 
side the barn. 

Next morning Alex arose with crenks onl 
yroans from his cramped position and looked 
sourly at Adolph, Toppy, Cay, and me 
stretched on the luxurious hay. 

He asked if we'd hal any encounters with 
Llackenikes. 

“Well, in the dark we coulda't tell what 
color they were,” Cay acdimitted, 


That ¢dluy we foweht a head wind most of 
the way to Binghamton ani made a walkover 
pertace of Rewkhottom Dam. Orne of the 
Susquehanna’s large cities, Binghamton. inter- 
etted Toppy because of its Anseo plant, 
monufacturer of photographic materials, “The 
city uke tuakes nationally famous brands of 
shies. 

A tree-chopping bee in which everyone 
did his tit started Binghamton on its way 
in 1788 and provided low cobins-for the new 
settlement. 

In the [880s a shiw-manufacturing busi- 
ness was eatablished here. From the early 
days, George F. Johnson, a partner with Henry 
B. Endientt, initiated polickes which have 
eliminated strikes and serious. labor disputes. 

Good wages, steady work, medical and 
sureical treatment and heapital care at come, 
pany expense, and homes built and financed 
nt low cost are some of the benefits enjoyed 
by its 20,000 workers, 

As we paddled past Endicott, the white enn- 
crete buildings of the International Business 
Machines Corporation were at our right. The 
river for a short distance here was reddened 
hy the waste liquors and dyes from the large 
tanneries which produce the leather for shoe- 
making in the Triple Cities. 


The American Edret—and Other Birds 


The American eeret, at home again along 
northern waterways after its near extinction, 
seems not to mind this polintion. We sur- 
prised 12 af them on an ishind below Endicott, 

Throughout the trip we saw hundreds of 
water-loving birds, not only egrets but great 
blue herons, little green herons, kingtishers, 
killdeers, and ducks. 

Migrating red-wingerd blockbirds often filled 
the skies. 

With each tributary the Susquehanna got 
wider but little deeper. The comtinterd shal- 
low going oy this time hdl shredded Seormy's 
bottom, At Chrego, Cay pave up and went 
home to repale his canoe, Alex went with 
him, leaving five of us in our two aluminum 
craft. 

To this point we had troveled in) lightly 
lowed canoes. We chose campsites where 
we could drive the station wagzen to the water's 
edge, thus using it for hauling our heavy gear. 
But at Owego, in spite of shallow water, we 
loaded -evervthing into Sesgwe and Hanna and 
paddled independent of the station wagon os 
fur us Wilkes-Barre, Pennsylvania, 120 miles 
bey cred.

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A day and a halis. work brought us to 
Athens, Pennsyiyvania, a highlight of aur trips, 

The Susquehanna system is a many-branch- 
ine pith through mountiins, and Athens is one 
of the crossragts, Clinton (page 76) had 
followed the upper river to Athens. There he 
met Gen, John Sullivan, his commanding wffi- 
cer, who hod brought an oom north slong 
the Susquehanna from Wyoming Valley (the 
Wilkes-Barre region). 

With combined forces representing a large 
segment of George Washington's army, the 
Sullivan-Clinten expedition moved northwest 
oy the trittutary Chemung River into the heart 
of the [roqucis homeland. There it destroyed 
for all time the fighting power af the Six 
Nations, traditional allies of the British, 

In L753, George Washington, who had con- 
ceived the Sullivan-(Clinton canipalien, traveled 


up the Mohawk,* then-overland the few miles. 


to Otsero Lake and the source of the Susque- 
hanna. He observed that be “could nat but be 
struck with the immense diffusion and im- 
portince of finland waterways|, and with the 
goodness of that Providence which has dealt 
her favors to us.with so profuse a hand," 

The men of Clinton and Sullivan also recog: 
nized these favors and retumed after the war 
to help transform the howling wilderness they 
had inatched thringh inte the teat farms that 
have grace! Susquehanna vallevs ever since, 

Qe group, moving up) the Chemung Valley 
ten years behind Sullivan, founded Horse- 
heads, New Vork. 


A Tublet Tells o Story 


Cn Hanover Squte we saw a tablet in- 
sctibed: “In 1779 near this spot General 
John Sullivan mercifully disposed of his pack 
horses worn out by faithful service in the 
campaign against the Six Nations of the 
Troquois, The first white settlers entering 
this volley in 1789 found the bleached skulls 
and named the place Horseheads." 

“That inscription suggests a Coolidge con- 
dencation,” said ote citizen, “There isn't a 
supertiuense word im it.” 

Even before the Revolution, scattered settle- 
ments existed in Wyoming Villev,. around 
Athens, and along the West Branch of the 
Susquehanna. Many pioneers came from New 
England, especially Connectiout, By the 
1750's Connecticut's agrarian population had 
sated to a crowded (30,000: so citizens 
format the Susquehunnah Company for ex- 
pansion. ‘They felt that Connecticut's charter 
pave them the right to a westward-cxtending 
strip af land as wide as their colony, 

Eroquois representitives sold them a huge 
rectangle which mow forms most of the north- 


east portion of Pennsvivania—a filth of the 
State. But during four decoles Connecticut 
Claimed the ares und fought three «mall but 
herce wars for it. And hefore the dispute 
was settled, about 1803, the fiery Vankee 
John Frimklin even tried to extublish “Sus- 
qucehannah” as a separate State, with Athens 
as its capital, 


A Pioneer of Penney] vanin 


Leaving our canoes at the Athens bridee, 
we drove to Spanish Hill (page 84), the fiat- 
topped tise just northwest of town, This 
achopelis of a North Atmerican Athens broods 
beside the road, guarding: its heard of New 
World antiquities, We climbwdl 230 feet ty its 
mesalile summit. 

Qn the 1O-acre crown, once fortified with 
palisudes hy an unknown race, we surveyed 
the area where Etienne Brulé, first records 
white man to enter what is now lennsylvania, 
met the Carantounn [nelinns, 

Here the young Frenchman, Champlain's 
emissary, talked] hundreds of braves onto the 
warpath agiinst the Iroquois, But the attend- 
ing ceremonials delayed their departure, and 
they arrived at Onondaga (near Svracuse), 
the appointed battle place, several days after 
Champlain ond his Huron allies had been 
defeatecl. 

With Troqaois between hin and Chaniplain, 
Brulé returned to Spanish Hill, and, for rea- 
sons mot fully clear, whiled away his time by 


conoemng down the Susquchanna, to salt water 


and bik. 

“And the anuzing thing,” said Charles Lucy, 
who helped guide us about the Athens-Sayre- 
Waverly temion, “is that all this took place in 
1615 and 1616—four years lelore the Pil- 
prime landed at Plymouth Rock,” 
or did the “Spanish” creep inte Spanish 
Till? 

Dr. Elsie Murray, devoting a lifetime to 
preserving her, valley's place in history, knew 
the answer, 1 found her in Athens’s Tioga 
Point Museum, whieh she directs: : 

“The legend about gold-hunting Spaniards 
penetrating into this area before Broke is more 
than klle faney,” «he said. “The frst settlers 
reported hearing Indians calling the hill 
Kspata, and standing in awe of it.” 

Ve returmed to our canoes aml paddled 
south three miles to Tioga Point to look for 
arrowheads, 

Surely here, where the Indian-rich Chemung 
and Susquehanna Rivers join, there must be 
at least one!

The river in Pennsylvania is frequently 
called the North Branch to distinguish it from 
the West Branch of the Susquehanna, At To- 
wanda, horseshoe windings begin, The moun- 
tains rise higher, at places coming to the 
water's edge. Distances are greater, Far- 
away bloes and purples appear. 

Last to arise at our Wysox camp, T found 
four guinea pigs waiting for my latest in a 
continuing series of experiments with pancake 
batter, In 30 minutes the occasion jokingly 
referred to as “breakfast” was past. Adolph, 
consciaus of the campers’ tule that he who 
complains: is cook next day, said, “Your pan- 
cakes are all right, Ralph. Not everybody 
can make flannel cakes so thick that the inside 
hatter is cool!” 


Vanished Retreat of French Refugees 


Fishermen were numerous from Athens to 
the mouth of the Lackawanna. We tried our 
luck at Standing Stone, but caught nothing. 

A natural cornerpost, Standing Stone 
marked 4 tract bought in 1793 by highborn 
French refugees from the Reign of Terror 
(page 89). We rounded & great horseshoe 
bend ond at the point walker up a tree-shaded 
lane ta the Hagerman House (page §7). 

Farms new spread over the acres where 
stood the French village of Asylum (page 88). 
Fifty houses, a store, inn, bakery, brewery, 
and chapel rose here in the wilderness, only 
tn crumble and disappear when Napoleon told 
the (Sth-century displaced persone they could 
come home agin. 

The doy bad been oven-hot. Toward eve- 
ning, as we stroked along the fool of a moun- 
tain slope 400 feet high, the sun suddenly 
dimmed. The air cooled and began stirring. 
A downdraft from the mountainside brogght 
us the pungent, pinesscented odor of deep 
woods, 

A white-headed osprey rose from a rock 
pinnach and flew off. A deer, one of several 
we saw on the trip, bounded for cover. lack 
clouds rolled in fram the west, 

Rain drenched us: Tt-came: down without 
slackening for 40 minutes, We could not see 
shore. Gotsts bhew us sideways. We tan onta 
a shoal, Our canoes, like basins in a back- 
yard, began filling with rainwater. 

We pasted under Wyalusing Rocks, not 
even seeing this Susqurhanna “must.” But 
al Wvalusing bridge Mason Browning and 





Jack Welles met us in their cars andl) hauled 
us dripping to the top of the rocks, where we 
spent the night in the dry comfort of Log. 

Next morming we looker! out te find a so 
of fog filling the river canyon, By 10 the 
sun had “burned off” the mist (page 91). 

At the west entrance of Vesburg Tunnel 
we shot a rifle and crossed the 60{}-foot 
contour line, halfway down the ladder fram 
Otsego’s 1,f04-foot level. This point is also 
about halfway in distance, 

Rounding the Neck, we sighted two girle 
paddling upstream. They intercepted us and 
introduced themselves—Vida Davis and Fran 
Heckman (page 92), Girl Scout counselors 
from Camp Onawandah, 12 oles downstream, 
They escorted us to their camp, leading us 
through rocks and riffles, 

We reached Onawandah in time fora sched- 


dled afternoon water pageant in our henor 


Miriam FE. Pierce, camp. director, invited us 
to stay all night. . 

“In a Girl Scout camp?” Den sounded 
shocked, but interested. 7 

“You will be the first men ever to stay in 
Onawandah overnight. Everything is ar- 
ranged, Dinner will be ready in 15 minutes.” 

Needing no encayragement, we accepted, 
Meals were a joy, with Brownies, Scouts, and 
counselors joining voices in song alter song. 

Next morning we overtook two Laceyville 
bovs—Edward Whipple and Charles: Houte— 
COLTON LTE irom Tunkhannock to Wilkes-Barre. 
Houtz pointed out Campbell Ledge, a high 
precipice on the left bank, “During the 
Wvoming Massacre,” he said, ‘a man jumper 
aft that Indge on a horse to get away from 
the Indians. He lived through it, and his 
horse broke only four of its lege,” 

At this point we entered Wyoming Valley, 
that great industrial pocket seamed with coal 
deposits and fille with cities. What a differ- 
ence from the farm villages and -stockaded 
forts that the Iroquois and gies band burned 
in 1778 during the raid that killed! almost 500 
men, women, and children. 


Where “Black Rock" First Was Burned 


The fires ef the Revolution taged above 
the world's, prentest onthracite field. ~The 
“black rock” was widely regarded as useless 
until Judge Jesse Fell in 1808 burned some 
inn open grate under natural draft ond there: 
by demonstrated tts superiority as a. domestic 
fuel. ‘The importance and growth of Scranton, 
Wilkes-Barre, ond o dozen smaller cities 
“emmed largely from that moment, 

The Lackawanna River bears the mark of 
cowl os it Hows, black as ink, into the Sus- 
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quehanna, and the larger stream is never 
thereafter entirely free of carbon silt" 

We canoed into Wilkes-Barre in a viclent 
ajuail. Two police squad cars escorted ws to 
inir hotel, . 

Next morning we visited the Huber: Colliery 
of the far-flung Glen Alden Coal Company 
(page 93). Emerging from the mine, we 
drove to Mroapect Rock on a ridge rising. hich 
behind Wilkes-Barre. 

Partway up the slope. smoke issues from. a 
“perpetual” combmine fire underground. No 
mines underlie the city’s business center, but 
we were told one can cross under the Susque- 
hanna in mine tunnels, 

The capitis near Nanticoke mork the west 
end of Wyoming Valley. Suddenly a man 
appeared on shore, waving at the tumbling 
water and velling. 

“Your canoes will never make it,” he kepit 
repeating. We looked the water over ond, 
ignoring our friend's well-meant advice, ran 
the rapids-withouwt incident, 

Halfway to Shickshinny we came upon a 
low #itear dam of loose stones shaped like a 
vreat M. We drifted to one of the points, 
then back-tracked and fought our way through 
a narrow rocky corridor, the only break, next 
to the right bank. Here a couple of men were 
working on the dam. “What is this contrap- 
tion?” we shouted. 

“T's nn eel trap,” 

“I'd call it o canoe trap,” said Gil. 

“We're repairing it for the fall run. As 
the eels come downstream, we stand at the 
points where you see those wooden racks and 
ponte them by the hundreds into our 
boats.” 

Concrete Walla Baffle Spawning Shad 

We learned that the young eels come from 
the sea-after being spawned to live in fresh 
water. Able to slither slong on the ground, 
they manage to get around the five: dams in 
the lower Susquehanna. 

The shad, another migrating species: dows 
not fare én well, [ts runs, described by old- 
timers os so heavy that a man could walk 
ncross. the river on snowshoes, were stopped 
cold by the building of Holtwood Dam in 
1910. Spawning instinet guides a few shad 
to the base of Conowingo Dam, where thev 
circle dumbly before the mystery af concrete. 

Exeept for sting through mountains at 
Shickshinny and Cutawissa, the river flows 
to Northumberland through a rich, narrow 
valley. Berwick, Bloomsburg, and Danville 
are the valley's prosperous centers, 

Danville rolled some of America’s first T 
rails, and Berwick built same of the earliest 


all-steel passenger couches ty beused in public 
service, for New York (City’s first subway. 
Bloomsburg mokes carpets: We remembered 
it for the vines and flowers growing high in 
lamppost pots on the main street, 

Nescopeck Falls, onder the bridge at Ber- 
wick, spills a great volume of white water 
through a tortuous, Qumetike channel that 
nave our canoeing nhility a read test. Tt was 
easy to see why the overloaded boilers of the 
Siiquedanag and Ballimore exploded as the 
steamer toed to surmount these rapids in 
1825, Men soon gave up trying to navigate 
the rocky, shallow, flood-ridden Susquehanna 
an lyuilt canals along its banks: 


A Smoke Signal! 


Five miles from Danville we spotter os 
plume of white rising from a lecire 260 fevt 
above the river. A smoke signal!) Boy Scouts 
were telling the Danville crowd we had been 
sighted. As we rounded ithe bend, an elderly 
pole boatman (page 94) guided ws throuch 
the rocks and reefs to the landing. Amplifiers 
on shore blared “Cruising Down the River.”' 

While several hundred people looked on 
(page 951, we landed and were whisked 
through town for luncheon at the George F-_ 
Geisinger Memorial Hospital, Dr, Harold L., 
Foss, surgeon in chief, showed ws through 
his well-run and expanding institution and 
pointed out the large clinic under construction.

Northumberland geographically ie Athens 
all over again, with the West Branch taking 
the place of the Chemung, The junction of 
the two. great branches of the Suscuehanna 
(page (10)—called “Shamokin” by the In- 
dians—was hound to be a meeting place of 
peoples aswell 08 of waters. .

Dr. G. Morris Smith, the president of Sas- 
quehanna University, took us to the girls’ 
dormitory te spend the night.

That night, in ber charming Selinserove 
heme, Mrs. Howard Burns showed me a large 
collection of arrowheads ond retics mioaily 
found’ on the Tsle of Que. Mr, Burns, who 
confessed a slight relationship ta Robbie 
Burns, recited his poems about the Isle of 
Que and the Susquehanna River, Daughter 
Barbara periodically said, “Oh. Dad, Mr. 
Gray doesn't want to hear wnotier one!" 

Howard Burns had watched the river Al 
many veors. “Tt used to be about half a 
wide-as it is now, When the virgin pine and 
hemlock forests disappeared, floods gouged 
into the banks each spring. ‘The islands 
across from the Bergstressers used to support 
fich farms before coal silt drifted down to 
cover the-soil But the river has always fur- 
nished livelihow! and probably always will,” 
he philisaphizedd, 

Next day we reached McKee Half Falls 
(nage 112). We camped on the closely 
cropped grass of the towpath between the dry 
Pennsylvania Canal and the river. The falls, 
a double ledge with o nice drop of water, sani 
in our ears all night, With a full moon over- 
head, this was easily our prettiest campsite, 


Approach to Harrisburg 


The neater we approached Harrisburg the 
deeper the water gaps became, the more fre- 
quent the ledges ocross the water, the more 
entinkled the river with its mayriaed “pepeper- 
ml islands” and rocks. The Appalachian 
ridges so crease the pipet that serious 
geologists make the Jin Bridger-ish statement 
that 83! miles have heen compressed Into 66. 

Through the folds from she west fights the 
Juniata, one of the Susquchanna’s great trifu- 
tariés: We camped at the point and sat count- 
ing the Pennsylvania Railripil trains pounding 
through Duncannen anil up the Juniata to the 
west (poze 114). 

Behind ws, cars and tricks rambled across 
the two Clarks Ferry bridges to fod woter- 
level routes along the banks of both. rivers. 
We trarveled at the silent, thankless service 
the Susquchanina svstem renders modetn trans- 
portation, cutting paths through mountains 
for steel and rubber, We understood the 
statement that the history of the land has 
been written very largely in water,

Pennsylvania Navy Salvages Coal 


For days we hua! Jooked for’ ‘Pennsylvania’ s 
navy.” This fleet of dredges sucks up “river 
coal” that has drifted down the Susquehanna. 

We caught up with the curious vessels (page 
113) as we conned along Threemile Island in 
the slack water above York Haven Dam. 
They were anchorei] and their boiler fires 
banked for the night. We camped on the flat 
top of the dany itself, since no waler was going 
over (page LIS). 

Early next morning the barges, shifting 
positions fora new dav's work, sent out waves 
that broke ever the dam and rudely awakened 
irk. 

After breakfast—with epes os o chonge 
irom pancakes (page 119}—we inspected the 
nearest dredge, then paddled along the dingo- 
hal York Haven Dam brink. We locked with 
longing at the dry rocks of Conewago Falls 
(oppasiie page), wishing the dam had never 
heen built ta rob us of a good canoe ran, Men 
of the Metropolitan Eadie stin plant ease) our 
grief by helping us make the portage. 

Haldeman Kiffes. fee distinct ledges; gave 
us the fun of a sustained half-mile of ewilt, 
leuipypsing water. Then below Moretta, of 
Chickies Rock, the river makes a right-angle 
turn inte the strangest maze of rocks, cross 
currents, eddies, and dead-end channels that 
T have ever paddled through. The rocks ran 
Gut as we near the Columbia-Wrightsville 
lyrielge. | 

We camped on an ishind below the giant 
span and awoke next morming to begin the 
fone slack-water pull throwch three man-made 
lakes to Chesapeake Bay. We learner! that 
there are only eight miles of current from 
Columbia to tidewater—a mule in the tailrace 
below Safe Hartor Dam: two miles below 
Holtwoid Dam: and five miles below Coni- 
wings Liam, 

Near Long Level, formerly Conejoheta, 
where the river is nearly two miles wide and 
aswarm with all types of pleasure boats, ance 
stood Susquehanna Fort, a stronghold of the 
Susquehannock Iodians. In l67s the Iroqucis 
finally destroyed the fort ane obliterated the 
Susyuchannocks os a nation. 

Sufe Harbor ts a 62-foat-high. nearly mile- 
long harrier (page 103), RL. Bartner and

M. W. Seitz, officials of the Peonsylvania 
Water & Power Company, met us in the fore- 
hoy with a crew of men—their usual service 
for passing canoetsts. They piled canoes and 
Huffel onto a flatcar behind a dinkey engine 
and portiged us down a railroad siding to the 
tailrace, where Conestoga Creek joins the 
mother stream. 

In Conestoga Valley was born the famous 
boat-shaped Conestoga wagon, the “vehicle of 
empire,” that carried! America and its pools 
across the Appalachians. And near-by Peques 
Valley was the birthplace of the Pennsylvanio 
rifle, often called the Kentucky rifle, the long, 
true-beaded weapon which helped the fron- 
tiersman hol whatever territory he rolled his 
wagon to. 

As in northeast Tennsylyania, the Susque- 
hanna here also flows through scenes of inter- 
colony warfare. At Long Level we crossed 
the trail of our old Potomac friend, Thomas 
Crsap, Before going “west” to Oldtown, 
Maryland, he was sent north by Lord Balti- 
more to maintain Maryland's claim to the 401th 
parallel a3 ite nerthern boundary, The small 
war he started rankled until the English sur- 
vevors Charles Mason and Jeremiah Dixon 
finished cutting their fatetul line im 1747, 


Smokestacks on a Hydroelectric Plant! 


When Holtwood Dam was completed in 
1910, it was: America’s largest, a-granddadidy 
of American hydroelectric developments, As 
we paddled toward the power plant, some- 
thing seemed out of place, Jim Evans put-it 
into words: “Look at thos three bie smoke- 
stacks! Why is smoke pouring out of a 
hydroelectric plant?” 

Mr. Seitz, who als: was on hand here, 
answered Jim's question, ‘The Susquehanna 
yiekls both water power and steam power 
when vou throw o dam ocress It. That smoke 
comes from copl-fueled generators, and the 
ctal—fine particles of anthracite—comes from 
the bottom of the river.” 

“Are you afraid of the supply running owt?” 
I asked. 

“We've already taken ott 3,000,000. toris. 
ind we figure there is enough coal to last 25 
more vears, Then we have the lake above 
Safe Harbor Dam to tap for coal,” 

A dozen obliging men made our carry for 
us here in the same manner as at Safe Harbor, 
In the Bare Islands, where Holtwood’s- raging 
toilrace loses itself in the lake stretching 14 
miles north from Conowings, we studied the 
fantastic shapes that flwxiwaters had tooled 
from solid rock. 

At one place Dal and T canoed into the 
broken side of an enormous pothole and looked 
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up [3 feet os from a well bottom to a circle 
of blue sky. During high water unbelievable 
volumes of water scour the Susquehanna 
watershed, large as Belziom, the Netherlands. 
and Larsembourg. 

Conowings Inke was glassy quiet. We 
pointed for precipitous Mount Johnacn Tsland 
and pacdiled as ifion a treadmill, When we 
reached it, we loafed along its east side, 
enjoying the relief from the blazing afterncon 
sun. We saw no bald eagles, though Pr, 
Herbert H. Beck of Lancaster had told us 
the island is a sanctuary for the country's 
national tire, | 

On Muson and Dixon's line we took a 
cooling swim, then paddled into Maryland. 
Soon het again, we were glad to gel a tow 
behind a motorboat the last three miles to 
Connwingo, 

To thousands, the Susquehanna is the few 
miles they see north ond south of mighty 
Conowingo as they motor across the dam top 
on 17. S. 1, . 

We had often: joked that portaging across 
the busy hishway would be the most danger- 
ous moment of the trip. And it mltht have 
been if Paul Lefever, plant superintendent, 
hal net recognized cur plight and asked high- 
way patrolmen from the near-by Marviand 
State police barracks to stop traffic while we 
curried our cances across (page 102). 

A final thall was running the Conowingo 
failrace anc Smith's Falls. Im 1608 these 
rock-filled rapids near Port Deposit prevented 
John Smith of Jamestown colony from pro- 
ceeding any farther upstream, But the Ene- 
lish adventurer antedated Etienne Brolé (page 
80) by eight years and gets credit for being 
the first known white man to see, and travel 
on, the Susquchsinna, 

Thirty-ix days and more than 500 water 
miles after leaving Cooperstown, we pulled 
through the tidewater portion of the river, 
between Port Deposit and fits mouth, A 
sonse of satisfaction crept over us, a feeling 
that the job had been done. Though it had 
been fun, we were not sorry that our final 
paddle stroke was just ahead, 

We looked ahead, where the Susquehanna 
merges with the limitless blue of Chesapeake 
Bay." “Waitea minute!" | exclaimed. “We 
haven't finished vet. The Chesapeake is part 
of the Susquehanna. [1 just happens to be 
permanently dooded by the: ocean, We've 
got to canoe to Norfolk!” 

“You and your geographic theories!" said 
Dal. “For me the Susquehanna ends here at 
Perryville, and I'm going home!"

After a sleepless night 1 asked the bauseboy 
wearily, “Catt vou keep that smell out some- 
how?" = With ‘shocked expression he pro- 
tested, Sio-stell—none at all! A few weeks 
later T tog had ceased to smell the copra, 

From the roaf-of the hotel 1 loaked over the 
town. Situated on the-soythenst = of Vit 
Levu, the largest island in the Fijis, Suva lies 
at the foot wf tropically clothed hills which 
sweep in tugged tiers around to the harber 
entrance. Fine white buildings line the water 
front, and gay, teee-decked roads run through 
the town and over the hills to the better 
residential suburbs. 


A Medley of Many Peoples 


But it was the short, twisting streets, over- 
owing with their strange, colorful mixture of 
humanity, that held me spellbound, There 
were Indians of all cistes—Hindus garbed in 
loincloth, ‘turbaned Moslems, wiry Plunjahis, 
white-bearded Sikhs, and Madrasis. 

Abeve them ‘towered the goocd-humored 
Fifians, strolling leisurely and clasping one 
another's hands affectionately like happy, 
careiree children. 

Chinese with wide straw hats labored. under 
weighty baskets carried on poles over their 


shoulders. The delicately colored, richly 
embroidered saris nf the  jewelry-laden, 


somber-faced Tacian were: Ria pr Spar ris 
the long, gaily printed cotton anlas of the 
Lrvtope teiraye Fijian women (pie 122). 

‘Lighter colorec| Tongan and Samoan women, 
their comrse bhick hair arranged in. platts high 
on ther heads, mingled with the throne. 
An occasional white woman trod the hot pave: 
ments listlesly: and European officials and 
traders. in white shorts ond shirts damp- 
palched with perspiration, moved with the 
mouthey crowd, 

An ice-cream man on a white bieyele with 
a oed-and-range umbrella and a tinkling 
hell dodged speeding cars. 

A Fijian policeman directed traffic froma 
tiny shelter in the street center, The Fijian 
police in their spotless white sulus, scarlet 
wiisthancds, and tlark jackets represent the 
finest Fijian manhood. They must speak

Of the sugar towns in Fiji, Lautoka, with 
4 population of over 3.000, is the largest.

also run by the sugar company. 

“The picture Bfwe Lagoon was filmed at the 
Yasuwa islands across there.” The Lautoka 
hotel manager pointed to a purple strip of 
land jutting out of the sea. 

We passed Fifian boys carrying baskets of 
yarns and tures, and wonmen with: bundles of 
cane on thelr bucks. There were few birds, 
but the sinudus, furred body of a mongoose 
often: leaped across the road. 


Isle of the Fire Walkers 

“That's AMfbengga over there,” the Indian 
driver enlightened me, “the isle of the fire 
walkers.” Scientists have tried to solve the 
mystery of how the fire walkers of this island 
tread barefoot iver red-hot stones withoul 
apparent injury. 

A pit about 30 feet in diameter and four 
feet deep. floored with water-worn stones 
about the size of foothalls, is used for the cere- 
mony. A fire is burned on top for ten hours or 
more, then charcoal and ashes are raked off 
with green bark looped on poles, 

Then the performers, well oiled and arrayed 
in multicolored skirts with chaplets of heaves 
aroun) their heads, fle out ofa praver hut and 
walk leisurely weross the red-hot stones, each 
man stepping on {he same stone as. his precde- 
cessor (pages 228 and, 129). 

“With members of the British Medical As 
sociation, | examined the fire walkers’ feetanc 
there was no sign of blistering; vet a stone 
extracted fram the pit was so hot bystanders 
borne their fingers on it,” a local doctor 
told me, 

Back’ at Suva anold-timer reminded me, 
“Vou haven't cen Leyuka, thats where Fure- 
peat history began.’ Sd T leit by lunch on 
my 60-mdle trip to Levuka, chief town on the 
island of Qvalay, and «mee capital of Fiji 
Isloneds: 

On the windward side of the island, Levuka 
nestled at the foot.of a steep, tagged moun- 
tuin’ streets sprawled slong the water iront, 
running back into shady lanes beneath the 
arched boughs of great breadfruit trees, 

Laughing children splashed below the sea 
wall, and above it adults reclined lazily on a 
strip af green lawn, | 

(Only the ueliness of dirty-[ronted Indian 
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and Chinese shops murred the loveliness of 
the place, ‘There was one tumbleslown hotel, 
where T dined at o clithless table with the 
manuger of a thriving tuna industry. The 
company, | learned, was recently formed, 
lareely financed by American tapital, and 
operated a fleet of craft in Fijian waters, 

“The fish are put into frozen brine and 
token to American Sarnaa to be conned for 
the American market,” the manager said, 
“Tuna run in shoals, and, as a single fish might 
measure three or four feet in length, the job 
of catching them is exciting. We are training 
Fijian fishermen,” 

Above the chore 1 found a stone memorial 
with a bronze plaque bearing the inscription, 
“The instrument ceding to Queen Victoria, 
her heirs anc successors, the possession of 
.. « the Fijian Islands . . . was signed 
on October 10, 1874." 

Fiji's. most vital history goes back to ‘this 
spot. Abel Tasman sighted the islands in 1043, 
Captain Cook anchored off the Lau jshanrts 
in 774," and Captain Bligh passed through 
the group inn epen tront following the mutiny 
on board his ship the Bownafy in 1759, 

Fiji was divided into seven small warring 
stutes when Europeat traders came in search 
af sandalwood cargoes at-the beginning of the 
both century, Unecrupulous traders stinvi- 
loted tribal wars by selling firearms to the 
mutives, 

When the Anverican brig fread was wrecked 
at Fiji in 1808, o Swede named Charlie Savage, 
with two Chinese shipmates, took muskets 
atid ammunition to Mbau Island. There he 
lived o riotous #xistence for five years—until 
he was killed and eaten, 

The missionaries did their best to preach 
peace to the ferocious cannibals and, in 1854, 
one of the Jeading chiefs, Thakombau, was 
converted to Christlanity, AO noted cannibal 
himeeli, he now ordered bis people to give up 
the practice. 

Thakorbau had become the self-styled 
King of Fiji when the United States of Amer- 
ica demanded £43,000 for damage done to the 
American consular agent's property. In des- 
peration, Thakomban offered to cede Pip to 
Britain and give 200,000 acres of lone in 
return for settling the debt to America, 

Fiji Once Offered ty America 

Hritain tejecter] the offer, and the Fijian 
king then offered the territory to America, but 
that country was so engrossed with the Civil 
War it didn't even reply. Later Fiji was again

The first night the strange fahbering of 
voters made me feel mther alone, and 1 locked 
mv tailin door, Unable ta sleep, 1 tured an 
the light, and to my horror the walls and my 
hed seemed alive with ugly whiskered cock- 
riches und smaller shiny black copra beetles, 
while chewing gum beside my bed supported'a 
meaving mass of ants. I lay in a shuddering 
sweat in the top: bunk. watching the crawling 
pests skuting across the roof a foot above my 
face. expecting one to drop any moantent, 

In the morning the captain said kindly, “If 
you leave your door open you'll get more air, 
unless vou are scared?” He grinned, “Once 
we had an elderly American-nurse on hoard 
and she locked her door too, at first, And 
there were two schoalteachers who locked 
themselves in their cabin the whole trip— 
stared stifff You are as aafe here as on any 
European ship.” | | 

He was 4 fine person, with a sense of humor 
and courteuus manners. Because the pests in 
my cabin worried me, he hod w bed carried 
onto the roof of the wheelhouse and an awning 
stretched above it, 

A gale sprang up in the night, and while I 
was clinging to the billowing sheets to keep 
them fram blowing away 0 saw horrible black 
objects like giant spiders gliding backward 
and forward beside my bed 

Somehow, Still clinging to ihe sheete | 
got down the ladder, which swayed directly 
above the sea, and my cockroach-infested 
cahin felt like a haven: Tn the morning the 
caplain went aloft. to kill the spiders—and 
found round dark maidarine-oringe peelings 
moving about with the bree! 

A bucket of water and an enamel ning were 
left'in the tiny closet, whieh was als a hath- 
room. “Just throw the water over yourself 
with the mug,” Dowas advised. It wasn't a 
had way of bathing: either, 
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T went ashore at a boulder-piled wharf at 
Taveuni Igland, Cows grazed along the fore- 
shore benvath the feathery palms, and white 
goats ostraggled along a rock wall which 
enclosed sloping lawns, an old garden, anda 
stately mellowed house with shady verandas 
and thick white walls of crushed coral and 
sacl, 

On the dew-drenched liwn T had a job 
to avoid treading on innumerable toacts: 7 
noticed a goldfish pond was netted ower ba pre- 
vent these pests from lavine their egos. like 
black seeds suspended on yards of silken cord, 
in the water, Tadpoles will nibble the tails 
of goldfish, 

A youthful planter, clad only in a red flow: 
ered sulu, stared unbelievingly at the sight of 
a white woman on his lown, then hurriedly 
retreated to appear in khaki shorts and shirt. 
Hospriably he invited me to breakfast and a 
Tide aver his 4,000-acre plantathom. As the 
lorry bimped over loulders between the 30- 
loot-wide rows of covenut palms, the sweat 
ran town my escort's face, and he explained, 
“Forget where the rou! is, we may not be 
on it.” 

Weeds grow tapidly in this trimk-patterned 
libyrinth, and hove to be cleared 16 fine 
the nuts. The ripe nuts are ‘gathered into 
heaps, <lit open, and the white kernel dried 
in the sunon teavs, or in kilns 

During. the thirties copra dropped to less 
than 36 per ton, and ruined planters sold 
theit holdings or let them grow wild, ‘Today, 
however, white copra kings are reaping wealth, 
with copra.at about St34 4 ton, wider a British 
Government nine-year purchase contract. 


Cattle Roundup for Leper Colony 


Over (000 bead of cattle grazed among the 
pauline; sume were heinig rounded uy for ship- 
ment to the leper colony ot Mukongai Island, 
where more thin 700 lepers from Fhcific 
iskinds are concentrated for moder medical 
Treatment. 

Indians were shouting, dows were barking, 
and the cattle were bellowing as they were 
being put through the race ronnie dewn to 
the shore, At the beach ropes. were thed 
round the horns of each animal, which splashed 
madly into the water to swim to the surfboat. 

When three steers were fastened to each dde 
of the boat, the engines started, and the cattle 
began their long swim to the cargo:ship (page 
137), 

When the copra ship moved up the coast, a 
warm-hearted Scottish couple insisted [ be: 
come their guest rather thane aboard, They 
motored me through picluresdue Haitive wil- 
lnges, wlong the only road ti the world which

Rare Tangimauthia Plant 


Cm the mist-shrouded main ridge of the 
shined, at an elevatiin of about 3.000 feet, 
is an old yoleume crater, now filled by a 
lake partially overgrown by Mowing vegeta- 
tion, On the shores of this tke grows the 
lariows Tongimauthia, a high-climbing plant 
with flower clusters ‘nearly:a foot long.

Natives 
usec] gurlanids of the llawers for ceremonies, 
but they were worn only by chiefs. Taveuni 
antl the neighboring islam! of Vanua Levu are 
the only keown places where the ‘Tangt- 
mauthia is foune, 

Many Buropean chilten are sent away for 
their education. “During the 198 influenza 
epidemic Twas coming home from school on 
the 60-ton Glenie.”” my host recalled. “The 
captain and some of the crew died on the 
vovagre, The others were too il to cin the 
ship, and for three days we just drifted. “Niw 
we have radio—and that teminds me, ywour 
skipper has just radioed that he ll anchor hete 
inayy bev,” 

Pineapples anil oranges were packed as 
parting gifts, and, as TF perched an top af 
a surfboat of copra ani looked back at the 
lovely shores of this island which i justly 
cilled “the ganien of Fil’ [T remembered 
the kindhy query of an old planter, “Aren't-vou 
lonely, traveling so far by vourself?™ He dit 
net know that everyone is the fnend of the 
lane traveler, 

When | landed at Suva, Captain Smith sur- 
gested, “It you want to see Pipians living. as 
they did centuries age, you should come on 
our bext Vovage to the Lau Group. Few Euro- 
peans go there," 

The nieht bodeft for Lau, thunder roller! 
deafeningly overhead, blinding Meshes of light- 
ning seared the sky with blue tongues of fire, 
and the rain came down in drenching. sheets, 
Tt rained nearly every day in Suva, but the 
rain didn't cool the air, it just went up in 
steam. | 

“We've fumigated the ship specially for 
vou.’ the skipper announced happily. And 
there certainly was less bug activity. But 
cockroaches breed fast, and copra beetles 
came aboard with every nad of copra, so the 
lull was temporary. 1 stutied the chart and 
counted about 50 islands in the Lay Group, 
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which lies about 150 miles east of Suva and 
stretches: north and south for 2780 miles, 

At one time these islands were puirth: con- 
quered by the Tongans, whi intermarricd with 
the Finans. Thus many Tag people have 
lighter coloring and, finer features than most 
Fijians, while (he women are regarded as ihe 
real beauties of Fit. 

When we dropped anchor at Matuku Island, 
113 miles to the southeast, a Filinn nurse 
offered to act as my interpreter, “Together we 
crossed the yellow beach, patterned with many 
footprints, to the village, where homes spreail 
like polden-brown haystacks beneath the shady 
trees. of a lowely natural park, 

The chiefs wife hastened to welcome me, 
ushering me into the chief's bure by the lower 
door, IT had already been warned never to 
enter the upper door at the risk of insulting 
the owner, . 

An elderly chief in striped pajama coat and 
Sulu extended hls hand, European fashion, and 
offered me o chair which was kept four euch 
special occasions: hut T preferred to sit crass 
legged. on the floor with his wamenfulk, They 
liked that, but when my cramped legs made me 
squirm, they offered cushions, 

The interior of the large hut was beautifully 
construct), the spars ted with coconut henp 
and latticed like honeycomb, 


Children Flee fom White Faee 


Women were sent to kill fowls for a feast 
for me, while the chief's family escorted me 
round the village. 

The women smiled happily when | admired 
their babies, and gigeled with motherly toler- 
ance when their ofispring fled in frivht at 
sight ul my white face, They patted me on 
the buck in friendly fashion, and shook their 
heads laughingly because they didn’t know 
what T was saving. 

The sative nurse engaged in on animated 
conversation with the villaters and forgot to 
Interpret, but once she paused long enough to 
sav sympathetically, “Tt ts sad you do not 
know what we are saving.” 

T suggested bopefully, “You could tell me,” 
but she only smiled.

In a small womlen hospital I found a 
Fijian medical practitioner writing at a ies 
in & bottle-lined dispensary.
